Nothing so. impresses a “' Foreign Devil”. as 
the ablifiyand seal with which the Chinese co. 
operate to increase the sum total of thelr amuse- 
ments. Not,only in thelr wedding festivals and 
funeral feasts, but In thelr village fetes do they 
all onite to obtain the largest amou-t of pleasure 
ata minimum cost to all who partake of It,” In 
other countries where there are communities of 
‘equal poverty or equal wealth, this joint action 
is unknown, The British peasant waite for the 
opening of the county fair: the Amorican farmer 
and farm hand for electlon times when candl- 
dates and political committees.‘supply free 
‘lunches and grateltous barbacues. The German 
bauer and the French field hand go once laa 
quarter 'to some town or city where the Govern- 
ment. supplles free music and cheap inns cr to! 
restaurants that allow thelr patrons full license 
to do what and when they please. ‘ 

Chinese village fates are of two kinds, the one 
ferent and the other domestic. The former are 

eld annually, blennially, or even once fn five, 
ten or twenty yoara as the caso may bo, Tho 
ses, always large, are defrayed by a general 
subscription from the public and by an appro. 
priation from the funds of the town where Tt fa 
held, The subscription is practically socom- 
pulsory as to be a tax or official asatss- 
ment ana ~e tn aincune senate to aie 
per head according to the wealth and prosperity 
of the Individual, ot ; 

The subscsiptions are very popular, the people 
avbacribing as: generously as their purses ‘will 
permit, The reason lies {n the fact that a list 
of subscribers’ names Is printed ‘in promiqent 
characters and posted in the most conspicuous 
place. A second list is burned at the moment | 
the fate closes, along with paper-money ard 
other offerings to the delty, salot or hero in 
whose honor'the rejoicing fs held, The one list 


"| gains the favor of the community and the other 


that of spiritual belngs, Refusing to subscribe 
{incurs the {Il-will and contempt of both the village 


| and. the anseen world, f 


In every town'are at. Jeast two, or three 
tempies, of which: each {s dedicated to any 
aumber of ancient warslors, philosophers, saint 
hernes and philanthropists, They are memorial, 
gallerita rather than panthcons. Thus for 
example ff Washington, Lincoln'and Grant of 
the United States, Wellington, Disraeli and 
Tennyson of England, had lived in China, they 
would be canonized and reverenced to-day, the 
same as aré Quang-Tal, Confucius, Menclus 
and Lao-Taree, The honor once conferred 


remains, no matter what the change fn dynasties 


or government, The’ fierce Mancha kotows 
and prays before the same abrine as the peacefal 
Nanking citizen or the resiless Cantonese. It is 
not ‘a rellgtous cult or worship, as too ofien so- 
celled by careless writers and thinkers, It isa 
system of customary’ reverence and thanks- 
giving, é ;

and drluged with canonized beings. 

‘custom goes so far thit ft {s frequently applied 
to living people. Temples of thls class are 
termed ‘Sang Cher” (living temples.) In 
honor of the famous conqucror of Kuldja on the 
north-west frontler, temples were built in 
different cities of ihe western provinces five and 


veven-ten-years-before-his-death.- 


"Village {@:eu arc held In honor of the birth or. 
death of. these distinguished men. As cach 
temple contains a sumber of shrines, the 
number of fates would be very great and the 
burden of expense unbearable, if each salnt had’ 
a.fate twice a year, A compromise’ ts effected 
in this way, e general (4:¢ is given'to the 
most important personage, whore shrine is 
found’ in the village-temples, A nominal fate fs 
given to each of the others, when the subscrip.’ 
tfon and appropriation are insignificant. No 
public'loterest Is taken in these nominol {étes, 
except that the eldersare entitled tom seat at the 
banquet and each familly to a share io the spoils 
of the occasion, viz. the roast pork, fish and 
other catables which are left over from the table 

General fates like the atars differ in glory. In 
some towns hey are the anme from. year to 
year. In others they culminate in a vast affalr 
once fn a decade, On such occasions tho pre- 
parations aro conducted on a huge scale and the 
expense rolls up Into'the thonsands. — ‘ 

Last yenr (1892) one of these decennial 
‘celebratlous was beld at (be Temple of the War- 
nor in Futshan, "The inatitutlon fs very rich, 
owning real-estate, monts-de-dtetl and banks, 
Te {egned the customary notice: and both the 
pablic and the other temples responded liberally, 
the total contributions amonnting to over 
$200,000 ; eight months were consumed in 
hecensary” arrangements, The feast occupied 
three days and nights and was attended by a half 
talllion visitors from al! parts of Kuang-tung, 
None of these were neglected, no matter whether 
rich or poor. Such fates happen once’ or twice 
ayear lo Canton and the other yery large cities, 

‘The occasions are nearly always Parked by 
gut and hearty enjoyment. The chief excep. 
‘tion to this rule was a recent fentival in Ste Kin,
